HOW GOOD IS BUSINESS 


How good is business, Not very good yet, but it will 


be better soon, according to answers to the thousand ques- 
tionnaires recently sent out to Pittsburg concerns by the 
Trade and Industrial Bureau of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. Just compiled, they comprise a summary of what 
busiess has been during May, June and July. While the 
majority of concerns report decreased business over that 
reported in April for the first quarter, as well as decreased 
payrolls, they also report collections better. Many are 
frankly convinced that the turn has been made and that 
business will improve gradually during the next six 
months. 


Analyzed, the 'answers show the effect on different 


industries and lines of merchandizing. 
Some industries 


are faring better than others. A few even have as many 
employes as they had several months ago—and this in 
spite of the wave of unemployment. Several show such 
wide variance in their outlook on future business condi- 
tions that there is no way to stiike a happy medium. It 
all depends on whose ox is gored, apparently. Wholesale 
lumber may react the same as retail lumber, in the main, 


business contrasted with April was about the same, or a 
little less; increase being shown in certain lines. Inquir- 
ies were more numerous and, instead of being merely in- 
quiries, were prelimiary to actual orders. The question 
of collections has already been touched upon. So have 
the prospects for improvement. Employes carried were 
in general tess than last spring. 


A firm making galvanized ice cans and steel special- 


ties showed a decreased volume of 70 per cent, though in- 
quiries were reported numerous. Collections were report- 
ed good and the firm looks for increased business in its 
line during the fall. Its payroll of 120 men in April has 
been cut to 30 employes. 


The baking industry reported the usual summer 


slump due to many Pittsburgers being away and to the 
increased consumption of green vegetables. Department 
stores showed a large decrease in business, with collec- 
tions growing more difficult. The outlook" for business 
within the next six months was not held to be good. Be- j 
lief that the turn had come in that line was not generally 
held. 


The cigar industry showed hopes for recovery during 


the fall, but the business volume during summer has been 
poor. The tool industry has experienced little change 
since April, and recovery is eagerly anticipated. In in- 
dustries engaged in the manufacture of malleable iron and 
steel specialties no great improvement was expected. Gro- 
cers reported greater business, more inquiries that bore 
fruit in orders, and good prospects for business in the last 
quarter. Collections, however, were repgrted poor. A 
concern manufacturing chemicals believed improvement 
would come in October, but did not think the turn had 
been made just yet. 


In machinery, apparently, the turn has been made, 


though business, inquiries an dcollections have been un- 
favorable during the last quarter. Plumbing supplies was 
one industry which showed marked improvement, with 
prospects for gradual improvement during the latter part

but the two are far different from wholesale groceries, ?f ^year. This may be due to renewed activity in build- 
from chemical manufacturing, from the making of iron 
and steel, or from the sale of automobiles. The coal in- 
dustry, which has lain dorman for long, shows renewed 
activity as September approaches, but coal men deny that 
this is anything more than the usual fall spurt. 


One cf the most outstanding points made by the an- 


swers is that on the whole collections are satisfactory. In 
a number of lines they are reported slow, but the majority 
renort them either "fair" or "good." Coming at a time 
when many business firms are or have been refusing to 
take advantage of discount for cash, this seems to indicate 
that money is loosening up. 


A report by one idnustry or one concern might not in- 


dicate much as to general conditions, but when 1,000 an- 
swers are grouped, the composite report is important. As 
an indication of what Pittsburg business thinks of busi- 
ness today and tomorrow, the result is eminently satisfac- 
tory. There is no reason for premature optimism; so 
many concerns are marking time. But there is real cause 
for optimism in the attitude the majority of concerns take 
to the immediate future. With scarcely an exception the 
belief is expressed that "we have made the turn," that the 
bottom has been reached and that an upward trend may 
be expected. A few profess to believe that only in finance 
has the turn been made; that the labor situation still is to 
be solved. But others^ basing their statements on wage 
cuts in many lines of industry during the last few months, 
ignore the fact that thousands are still out of work, de- 
claring that the readjustment is now possible and will not 
much longer be delayed.

Gifford Pi'ichot, who is accredited with generally know- 


ing what he is talking about before he starts to talk, has some 
very salient facts to present regarding Henry Ford's offer to 
he United States Government to take over the Mussles Shoals 
plant on the Tennessee River. In fact his remarks-are so timley 
and to the point; that they are produced below in'j^Ull: 


"The recent offer of Mr. Henry Ford to take over Gov- 


ernment property at Mussle Shoals on the Tennessee River is 
1,0 important that I take the liberty of laying certain essential 
facts before you. 


"The first part of the Ford offer is to lease the Wilson 


Dam and Dam Number 3 for 100 years, with indefinite 
re- 


newals, provided the Government will complete 
them 
and 


install machinery to produce 850,000 horsepower. Mr. Ford 
offers to pay 6 per cent on the 28 million dollar's which he 
estimates will be npcessary to complete this work, or % 10 
per cent on 48 million dollarc, Mr. Ford's own estimate ot the 
whole Government investment in dams, locks and 
power 


nouses. 
Even, if we add all other annual payments (the so- 


called amortization pa>mentr, and p&ymeTsts for the repair, 
maintenance aYid operation ot dams, gates and ' locks), 
the 


total would be equivalent to interest at the rate of only 3-6 
10 per cent. Mr. Ford offers also to give the Government 300 
horsepower to operate the locks. 


"Please note that for the waterpower 
itself Mr. Fold 


would pay nothing, and that he would b6 free from all taxes 
on th« property. Other lessees of waterpower rights from the 
Government not only bear the total cost of building their own 
dams and powerhouses and pay taxes on them, but they also 
pay for the waterpower in addition. 
The Ford offer is like 


offering a man 3-6 10 per cent on the cost of his factory as 
rent, and then asking him to throw in a coal mine to supply 
fuel for the engines for nothing. 


"There is no allowance for depreciation, and the Govern- 


ment would beyond question have to pay the cort ot injury to 
the dams or locks from floods or other 
causes. 
Moreover, 


there is nothing in the ofter to indicate that the Government, 
in order to protect its own property, would not have to bear 
the expense of replacing enormously costly machinery when 
it had been worn out in Mr. Ford's service. 


"The second part of the Ford offer is to buy Nitrate Plant 


Number 1, which cost the Government in round numbers 13 
million dollars, Nitrate Plant Number 2, which "cost the Gov- 
ernment in round numbers 70 million dollars, and other prop- 
erty which brings the total cost to 85 million dollars, and to 
pay 5 million dollars for it all. 
The property for which this 


offer is made includes steam machinery to produce 160 thous- 
and horsepower, which alone is worth far more than 
Mr. 


Ford's offer for the whole. In addition, the Government is to 
buy from the Alabama Power Company the land upon which 
certain of the foregoing structures were built, and to turn 
that over to Mr. Ford also. 


''In return for the lease, for the purchased property, and 
tor the water power without charge, Mr. Ford offers in ad- 
dition to the payments mentioned above, to do three mincinal 
things:
